When I say important, | don’t mean that 
the individual member are invested with 
imposing prerogatives or great personal 
distinction, The departments of patron- 
age, of those whichhold and command 
the glittering prizes of (governmental 
emoluments and honors, ae the co—ordi- 
nate branches of the covérament, which 
are still under the control of our political 
opponents. The membersofthe house 
of representatives have no patronage 
whatever beyond that of appointment of 
@ military or naval cadet, and their com- 
rensation is barely adequate toa life of 
republican simplicity and prudential 
economy. 


There are manyoflices in the gift of the 
executive that are far more profitable, 
and ippublic esteem far more distin- 
guished than that of a seat in the house 
of representatives, but this branch is 
nevertheless under our matchless system 
of government, the corner stone of our 
fabric of liberty, because it is the only 
department of the federal government 
strictly responsible to the people of 
the couatry, and receiving its powers di- 
rectly from their hands. All the other 
branches of the government are two or 
three degrees removed from the people 
in the mode of their selection, or in the 
nature of their responsibilities, but 
while the house of representatives. is 
thus immediately responsible to the peo- 
ple,all the other branches of the govern- 
ment are responsible to this 
body. The people of the 
country have charged us, have charged 
the democratic party in the house of rep- 
representatives with, the important duty 
of bringing the co-ordinate bianches vu! 
the governux nt to their just respon-ib lty 
and thus by an unerripg igstinct, or by a 
keen intelligence have blended together 
our duty. our interests and our iaclina- 
tions. There has been for some time in 
the public mind a conviction profound 
and all pervading that the civil. service 
of this country pot been directed 
from considerations of public good, but 
from those of party profit, and 
for corrupt, selfish and unpatriotic 
designs, The people demand at 
our hands a swccping and thorough re- 
form which shall be conducted in a spir:t 
that will secure the sppointment to 
places of trust and responsibility of the 
honest, the experienced and the capable. 
There is also an imperative demand that 
a Vigilant examination be made of the 
public revenue of the country, both in 
ats collection and its disbursement; thet 
all the public accounts shall be scrutin- 
ized by us, as it is the solemn privilege 
and duty of the house to do, and that 
corruption be ferreted out, and wrong 
doers, no matter how high or low, ehall 
be fearlessly arraigned and fully exposed 
and punished. There isa growing and 
irresistible sentiment ib the country that 
under the specious theory of protecting 
and fostering particular industries and 
interests, a system of miscalled revenue 
laws has been in operation detrimental 
and blasting to all the other great 
interests of the country, and maintained 
at the exvense of the general revenue, 
and to the injury of the great majority 
of the people of those classes, the 
farmers and laborers, who are least 
able to bear the burden of oppressive 
laws. @ne of the highest and most 
pressing demands upon us, will be not 
only to insist on bringing down the ex- 
penses of the government to the needs 
of economical administration, but to per- 
fect and adopt such a system of taxa- 
tion as will bring in the required reve- 
nue with the tewest restrictions upon 
commerce, and with the least burden to 
the people, and that burden eqnitabl 
distributed and skillfully adjusted. 
Owing to he exigencies of those great 
intervening conflicts incident to the life 
of almost every country, and also toa 
pernicious system of legislation, our 
people, our business investments, our 
commerce and all the diversified interests 
of the couotry are suffering from 
the evils of un irredeeiaable currency. 
In meeting and grappling with the diffi- 
culties of this vital and perplexing ques- 
tion, it will be our duty te take care 
that nothing 1s dene which would im- 
pair the good faith of the country, or 
tarnish the public honor or lower or dis- 
turb the credit of our government, but 
we are to remove those obstructions 
which bar the progress and check the 
prosperity of the American republic —it 
is our duty as democrats, it is tre duty 
and is to be the glory of the democratic 
party, while it coutrols the house, to 
see that the national debt is paid in full, 
and that the currency of this democratic 
republic is made equal with that of any 
nation on the earth. Upon the part of
